ITS PUBUC SPIRIT 

There are few things that cheer 
and inspire a new comer to a town 
as much as "Its Public Spirit.'' 
We have seen sooie leaden of in- 
dnstfies |(row rich in aieepy and 
unprogressive towns and after 
their money has been made, they 
have moved away into more pro- 
gressive aad tmblic spirited 
centers. We have seen other 
cities, whose ambition has been 
not only to promote business, but 
to afford attractive and health- 
ful homes and edncational and re- 
creational facilities, and when in- 
dustrial leaders .and other bu si- 
ness men have secured for them- 
advcs independeat ineoaMS they 
have counted it an honor as well 
as a pleasure to setde down and 
spend the remainder of their lives 
in tlie towns whete they have 
■Mde their money. "Good basi> 
Mas facilities will draw people, 
but only public spirit and attract- 
ive surroundings will hold them 
after dley have ascaied abasi- 
ness that produces an income 
sufficient for them to live elic- 
were \i they so desire. 

Sooth oiay truly, boast of 
Itsmirivalled hospitality, aad its 
home loving instinct. — we wish 
tbat we might truly say that the 
South were as free from prejudice 
and as pabUe sptrited as the 
West. We have previously made 
editoial mention of Los Angeles, 
and wish here only to note that a 
few years ago when die city 
voted upon a bond issue of 
three and one half million dollars 
ior the purpose of constructing a 
oomple system of macadamized 
rosds, the bond iaaae was not 
only carried hot was carried by a 
^•ote of si.x to one. 

Too frequently in the smaUer 
towns oar votes are iafineaeed by 
prejudice and selfish imerest. 
For instance, there is a time in 
the life of all growing towns, 
when, in the interest ot future 
growth and praspenty, oertaia 
municipal or town ordinances, 
(such as a stock law requiring 
[>eople to keep their live stock off 
the street,) mast be passed. At 
such times thereaie oltsa those 
who not only oppose ordinances 
made in the interest of the future 
of the town, and for the good ot 
the giestest aamber of dtizens 
but who e\'en show an antagonis 
tic and resentful spirit toward the 
members of the town board mak- 
ing the<»diaance. 

When Rockcastle Oomrty veted 
on the good roads question more 
than a year ago, in our judgment 
the bond issue was defeated not 
beieaase Aere were not suf- 
ficient number in Rocfccaatle 
who believed in good roads, but 
because many voters were so lack 
ing in public spirit tbat they al- 
loiMd ptejadfceaad p^ jealoaa- 
ies of one kind and = another to 
determine their way of voting 
We do not think that such a thing 
woaldoocar again. 

Of late we have beenia eonea* 
pondence with a number ot cities 
through their various Chambers 
of Coaimeroe or Commercial Clubs 
and regret that lack of apace for* 
bids a detailed discussion of the 
pubhc spirited eaterprlma df aU 
these cities. 

Seam nmiUihs ago, we were 
passing thru the city of ^MliUoa, 
Ohio, and, as the train polled into 
the station, our atteotion was 
drawn to a large, and attractively 
painted sign «bdnid; beaitng tue 
words: "HAMILl-ON, OHIO 
LEADS IN manufacturing; 
FREE FACTORY SITES 
WR£n{ THE CHAMBERS OP 
COMMERCE. GROWTH 475^ 
PER CENT. POPULATION 
45,279." We followed the direc- 
tkMo en thesign board, wrote the 
Chamber of ■ GOnuneiee, aad re- 
ceived interesting literature) 
which convinced us that Hamil- 
ton was what it claimed to be, "A 
proven city, wfiOi a proposittqa." 
We were not so mnoh ^ impressAd 
by the fact that Hamilton had 
numerous largo factories, or that 
the dty made 80 per een t of the 
world's safest bat bylbelact that 
- most of the city's great inatita- 
i Uans etMtadia 



As a dtv, HamUtoa ap precbtes, 

legislates and provides for its in- 
stitutions. It is truly a public 
spirited city. Another evidence 
of this is that in luas tfaanfbar 
months, the people of Hamilton 
donated $-225,000 for public enter- 
prises, ^150,000 being for the Y. 
M. Ci A., which has a oMmbership 
larger than any city in the U. 8. 
of twice the size of Hamilton. 
Hamilton was the first American 
city to establish and operate all 
pnblie ntilitias. 

Another pubUe spirited and 
progressive Ohio city, and one 
that has faith in its own peolpeand 
institutions is Toledo. Here is 
the Toledian's Cresd, wlilch is 
seen posted in the cars, shofOand 
and sto'es of Toledo.

Nations natoral gateway of eon- 

mei ce and travel, in the heart of 
great resources and markets with 
unsurixissed railway, dock and 
harbor facilities, and the near 
centre of population of the United 
Stales.

—with its great institutions of art, 
cdncatkm, reNition aad basineaa: 
a "Going Concern" in industry, 
government and .social uplift, a 
Home city with rest and recreation 
for all. by river and lake, where it 
is worth while to livSb rear child- 
ren, invest money and life. I 
believe in Toledo, the City ol 
REAL PROGRBStt -modern in 
mnaidpal^eqaipment aad aphit, 
aggressive in commercial activity 
and achievement, with inspiring 
visions and plans for tomorrow, 
andabif diaaeeforevery man." 

After reading "Lonisvilie To- 
day." the large and well gotten 
up booklet issued by the Louis 
ville Commercial Club, we cannot 
but feel that the work of this dub 
is much more public spirited and 
less selfish than the Louisville 
press, as judged by the first news- 
papter ■ attada on the proposed 
Boone Hfg^ Way. There is no 
denying of the fact that, during 
the last ten years. Louisville has 
shown remarkable public spirit, 
ia providing most generoosly for 
the needs, c6m forts and enjoy- 
ment of its citizens. The present 
fine library system, consisting of a 
main library sad dgfat breaches 
represents an expan<Htiiretof;Biore 
than 1^1,000,000,— and'is a credit 
to the literary taste and public 
spirit of many of Lonisvilie 's citi- 
aena,as wsHasto Andrew Came 
gie. 

We are told liy a competent 
authority that the new $1, (.'00, 000. 
City Hospital of Louisville, in 
point of arrangement . and design, 
is unexcelled in the country. The 
isolation ward, according to Dr. 
J. Y. Brown, an eminent St. 
Loais surgeon, and former super- 
intendent of the St. boiiifli City 
Hoqpital, is a wonder as regards 
the manner in which a child with 
the measles can be prevented 
from eoatractii^ diptlieria or 
other diseases. Here is an iasti 
tution where the poor of the city 
may obtain the best treatment 
oadar the most favorable condit- 
itma. We are ooafldent ,that the 
money has been well spentr and 
we believe that Louisville has set 
the pace along this hue, for other 
Amerieae citiea. 

While manvcitiee hi the U. S. 
boast of their beautiful parks, in 
point of natural beauty, Cherokee 
Park of Louisville surpasses that 
of any other city on the oonti- 
nent. 

'In our judgment the Louisville 
CommerciaI>ClulydeHerves .^ipecial 
commendation for its interest and 
activ^inedooatloeal aad agri- 
cultural work thruout the State. 
In the interest of rural school 
improvement, its Educational 
Committee has qient 4|8,000, — 
and a guarantee fund of $1,500 
was inade by the club and the 
PubHdty League to secure the 
Kentuckv Wdncationai Associa- 
tion for LonisvUle. 

Among the most progressive 
and i^»'jbUc spirited of Kentucky's 
smaller cities is Winchester, a 
city that ts^iapicny pttahing to the 
front. Here is a city that vrants 
more factories and more good citi- 
zens and it is getting them both. 
The city bas a standing offer of 
"five ^eanr exeiiiption from taz- 



lishments- In view of Winches 
ter's live commercial club, (the 
largest in the Stale, outside of 
Lonisvilie, it is daimed) we are 
not surprised that its mannfac- 
tures are so vari(>d and extensive. 

What ot Rockcastle's future? 
Are its progressive dtizens wil 
hngtehaad themsdvcs together 
not only in the interest of devel- 
oping its materiiil resources, but 
also in the interest of making it a 
plsee ol increasing attractiveness 
to live? We have confldeoce in 
Rockcastle's leaders. What 
other couniies have done Rockcas- 
tie can do. We are told that 
Rodceastle was the fijst of the 
ten counties in the State to be se- 
lected to receive State aid in the 
organization and management of 
Hs girls' canning clnbs tliia year.

The purpose 
was lo teach every i)ersoii in the 
county, no matter of what age, to 
read aad write. The nadertakin g 
was a success beyond expecta- 
tions. Man y si udents betwoen 
the ages of iO una 80 years were 
eager atttmcbnm and the record 
shows that now but 23 peiaoBS in 
that county are unable to read and 
write; there being some iiJui i or 
more before the work was under- 
takea.
